Railroads are cutting out in- 
formation to fight one o! the 
worst evils that exists in the 


retail trade today. That of 
possing the buck to the other 
fellow for existing prices. A 
favorite one is to charge the 
railroaas with the responsi- 
bility of ‘the high costs of 
small items on which the 
freight charges are in reality 
a small matter. It is true 


that in large articles such as 
automobiles and things of 
similar weight the freight cost 
is to be taken into considera- 
tion but not so with suits and 
things of similar weight. 

In . bulletin recently is- 
sued by the Santa Fe Sys-+ 
tem Lines, the following perti- 
nent facts are set forth. 

“Merchants: pay freight on 
shipments weighing many 
hundred pounds, sveral tons, 
or comprising carload lots on 
the basis of the rate per 
hundred pounds, several tons, 
are so impressed with the 
amount paid on such quanti- 
ties as to seldom think of the 
freight charge from the stand- 
point of the individual selling 
unit. 

“As a result is. is assumed 
and customers are sOmetimes 
told, that the, freight paid 
greatly enhances the: prices 
charged. This is particularly 
true of articles of clothing 
and of household use. There is 
no: intention to mislead, but 
the customer goes away with
